A story which many of 
tlio "old 


timers" of Grand Rapids could dupli- 
cate, or even improve upon rofrarcliiiK 
the pioneer days on the 
Wisconsin 


river appeared in llio Milwaukee Sen- 
.tinelj. and will bring back/ to the 
minds of some of the older--lumber- 
men of this district the days when 
the Wisconsin river was unharness- 
ed, and clear while pine sold for $8 
nn<l $10 per thousand. 
The rapids 


and rhuracU-r; mentioned in _ the 
ar- 


ticle are very familiar to 
the old 


residents. It says: 


"Sometimes the logs and at other 


times the lumber was floated down 
the Wisconsin streams to the market. 
The Wisconsin river was the scene of 
much of the rafting. 


"The dangerous places on the Wis- 


consin were Big and 
Little 
Bull 


Falls, Stevens Point dam, Conant 
Rapids, Grand Rapids, Clinton's bijj 
and little dams, Whitney rapids, the 
dells and Kilbourn dam. 
The Mosi- 


nee (Little Bull) 
rapids 
were 
the 


most dangerous on the river, which 
here narrows tq not more than thirty 
feet' in width and plunges down a 
gulch thirty feet deep, with solid 
roc-k wall on either side. 


Big Rifles Taken 


"The rapids, about a 
half 
mile 


long, are a seething mass of 
foam 


and waves. 
When the rapids piece 


entered this place, a line was stretch- 
ed the whole length of the raft, called 
a 'sucker line,' which each man seiz- 
ed—for juitc often the raft dove ten 
or twenty rods at a time, and all that 
could be seen of the men above the 
water was their heads, and 
some- 


times not even these were in sight. 


"'My .(first experience in 
rafting 


was in 1868,' says Cclvon Childs Lin- 
coln, 'when I went with Homer Chase 
of Stevens Point as 
pilot—a 
first 


class man. Being a sucker, I was un- 
fortunately hired to make the trip on 
a flood-trash fleet, belonging to Wal- 
ter D. Melndoo.

Trick to Make Dam 


t "'We ran down the,center of.the 
river, until within twenty rods of the 
d»m. There the current drew off to 
the right about thirty feet apart; be- 
structed of long logs, called fingers, 
fastened with chains to the dam. On 
either side of the slide, the water 
dropped about fifteen feet. Below the 
dam, the river boiled and roiled into 
whltecapa. 
If one was fortunate 


enough to make the slide properly, 
he could make the landing 
in

right place, otherwise

was 


preat danger of saddlebagging one of 
the piers and breaking to pieces. 


'"Sometimes the raft

complete somersault, and the

who did not lean for the pier were 
drowned. Even when going over the 
slide, our rafts generally sank until 
we were standing waist-deep in the 
water bumping along on the rocks. 


" 'Our fleet was made up of twen-

I each dam and rapids, fourteen for 
! each crew of twelve men, and made a 


I great deal of gigging. After running 


I over some of the rapids we had to 


I walk, or rather go on a dog-trot, five 
| miles with our clothes wet and our 


j shoes fi'U of sand and be there on 
, time when the piece was -set loose. 


Many Lives Sacrificed 


" 'The next obstacle below Stevens 


j Point was Conant rapids. There the 
river makes a big double turn to the 
right. At tre second bend is a large 
rock projecting out of 
the 
water 


about u foot. To make the run here 
the bow oar must be pulled several 
strokes to the right, while the tail 
would just slide over the rock. As 
soon as you passed this rock the raft 
dove thru the "hog hole"—a 
place 


where the water draws between rocks 
and dives don ten feel or more and 
then rolls hack. 
These are fearful 


looking places to run. 


" 'Tlw men usually stepped back 


behind the oars and 
grabbed 
the 


sucker line and the pilot and steers- 
man held don their oars to keep them 
from striking on rocks 
and 
being 


knocked from tlieir hands. Often a 
wave caught them sideways, sweep- 
ing some of the men into the river. 
This was a place here many lives 
ere lost.'"
